Spe aking in the highly non-political atmosphere of a 
meeting of th** C out rollers Institute of America recently, 
he said that the first and most important step in dealing 
with inflation is to halt the expansion of G overnm ent- 
created hank debts. 
I he only way to do that, lie added, 
is to avoid the 
need of Link financ mg by keeping the budget balanced. 
I Ie then laid figures before the meeting to show that 
th** government spending could not merely he cut to well 
within th** present tax receipts of between $ 3 0 and $35 
billions, but ac tuftily could he balanced at a far lower level 
— betw een $22 and $25 billions. 
I his is the approximate level previously urged by 
the various Republic an leaders w ho have charged that the 
I rumen Administration is wasting, or spending for purely 
political purposes, nearly hall of the gigantic appropria­ 
tions made for this year. 
It would easily permit the 2 0 ’ «

which m any Republic an spokesm en have pleaded. Such

political workers w ho are tieing financed for campaign 
purposes out of the taxpayers’ pockets. 
T he second also is obvious— reduction of subsidies 
and grants. W iping out tin* hulk of this program would 
automatic ally return melt Ii iii our econom y to a healthy 
free enterprise basis. 
lh** third recom m endation is more controversial. 
Dr. Lilt/ tielieves that th** national defense program, 
which is $16. » billion, is much too large. Certainly it is 
vastly bigger than anything ever before undertaken in 
peace, and its very si/** is the best refutation of the claims 
of the New Deal to have* worked successfully for world 
i o operation* 
I I** also would trim sharply the $6.2 billions car­ 
inal keel for veterans pension* and benefits. First reaction 
to this pro (Mina I will lie mixed. It is (irmly in the public’s 
mind th.it it would In* impossible to Im* too generous to the 
war veterans. 
I he other side of it is that whatever a war 
I veteran receives rn sue Ii benefits during present m onths 
be is I Kin lid to I lave to jury for m any times over in higher 
taxes during the rest of his lit* . 
I hose who accept this latter viewpoint will feel that 
th** I lest possible 
bonus 
to veterans would Im* putting 
national finances iii order and reducing the tax rates. 
Even if tlu* program as outlined by Dr. L ut/ were 
muddied .md eased in some particulars, it would at once 
restore stability to tin* tottering Am erican econom y, and 
stop all of tin* |ii<* sc ut teals that the trum an Administra­ 
tion is going to bankrupt th** nation before the end of its 
tl'llll.
